The work un 
the Lexington St £asteru will 
ninke this road the LTi ntcsr jiipce 
of operating work in ihe countr\ , 
mod by next fall an immence 
coal tonnage will pe carried over 
the road. Most of the coal haul- 
ed over the L. & N. will be 
brought to Ginciooati and dis- 
tributed from here to the middle 
Western States 

When Prepidrnt M. 11. Smith 
outlined the plans for the work 
he stated that be would ma^e 
the ooal-oonntry extension a 
monoraent to liirnself, as it will 
be some of the most ren.rii k>«ble 
railroad conslrurnon work lone 
ill the History of Americ^an rail- 
roadinj. If the entire line of 
tlu- L. <fc N. was c )nFl ri.f^tt il on 
tiic siiitie plan it vxoulil be rank 
e.l as the greatest piece of rail; 
road engineerinic ill the wot Id. 

ftiilroad men are unaniMinu- 
in dechirioL' that tlic honor fio 
bejuK^'oe of thegreateHt railroad 
executives in the country should 
be hitnded t4> President Smith. 
They point to the f tct that he 
has literally built f he road "from 
two streaks of ruei" to one of 
the (creHtest railrqaii systems in 
the country, profits have Ikm h 
put into improvements and to 
day the L. A N. is aeco};iuiZfd at* 
one of (he most ably managed 
railroads in the United States, as 
"Milt" Smith has been ably 
termed "A railroad wizard." 

The extension of the road will 
have twenty-one crossings and 
8eveu tunnels aggregating one 
and one hair miles.

The confer- 
ence which, the Oouri6r Journal 
believes, was origiually suggest- 
ed by Mr. U. A. Sommers, of 
BtliabethtowQ, if do«i|bed to be 
i^ie of a gathering of citizens 
than a couveotitfn of teachers 
and it is worthy the attention of 
all who are interisiited in edoea- 
tiooal progress. There is no dis- 
position anywhere to decry the 
inflqence of the educators or to 
nuoimize the valaeof their work' 
bivthe time is at hand when the 
general citizenship of the state 
should take counsel of itself aa to 
what can be done for the better- 
ment of the schools. To that 
efd tha Looisvflle conference 
sioold elicit the interest and co- 
operation of thoughtful and pub 
he spirited men aod women in 
f every section of Kentocky.— 
Courier Journal.

Sunday u/oruing, escaped and 18 
i«l>v« has been. received here. 

West was seen last night in a 
negro suburb on the outskirts of 
Shelbvville, and nerordinc to the 
statement of a man who talked 
with him, knows the names of a 
Urge number of those involved 
in fh<^ mob. As a result some in 
teresting developments are prom- 
ised if West can be captured. 

As soon as he told his story, 
hi)\v( vpr, ho loft his hidine Diaee, 
iccoiciiMi: to the man who saw 
hini, and his present whereabout 
are unknown. 

West had no hesitancy in ex- 
plaining how he oianaged to es- 
cape from the mob. He said that 
when he and Pattersin and Mar- 
shall were taken to the bridge to 
lie hanged, ropes were pot around 
their necks and they were push- 
ed of at the same time. The 
rope uo Marshall held, and that 
on Patterson broke and he was 
thrown into th^ water. West's 
hands were so los8?ly tied that 
he had managed to get them 
loose, and as he was poshed off 
tne brdge he grabbed the rope 
with one hand. • When the mem- 
bers of the mob were looking for 
Patterpon. West slipped the noose 
over his hea'^ and started off 
(Iov%ii the rreek away from the 
dirrecMou in which the mob was 
chasing Patterson, thus making 
his escape. 

He mjide l^is way to a ne;;ro 
settleraent, where he remained 
iu hiding until iliecovered last 
night. Then lie started out 
again and where be is now no- 
body aeems to know. 

It is reported that a small mub 
w^nt out last night to attempt to 
find. West but was unable to get 
Moy trace of him.

Purchasing Power Ha* Increased Fifteen 
Per Cent in Ten Years. 

Washington, Jan. |!».— The in- 
creased cost of living has no ter- 
ror for the American farmer, 
judging by the conclusion of the 
Depurtment of Aizri nlture In 
the last ten years the value of 
hin products has been increasing 
at such a rate that the tiller of 
the soil is now able to uflford hi- 
therto undrenmed of luxuries 
aud°the old homestead has been 
flitted with every modern con- 
venience. In the crop reports 
just issue ! by tlip Department 
considerable spa'-'^ i*-- devoted to 
the cost of living problem from 
the farmer's point of view. The 
report says : 

"Within the past ten years the 
purchasing power of the farmers 
has increased mor^ than 50 per- 
cent. Soch conditions are hav- 
ing and will »<f)ntinuo ro have 
more force in keeping the rising 
ixeoeration of farmers children 
upon the farm than volumes up- 
on volumes of printed advice to 
Htay there." 

Tiie statisticians in the Gov- 
ernment were deterhnined not to 
be missed by their figures. Af- 
ter compiling tabels of the ira- 
Dortaut crops which showed that 
the per acre value if the average 
farm throogbouMhe country ha4 
gone 'op by leaps and bounds 
since 1899, they nouglit to dis- 
cover what the farmer did with 
his money &nd how far it went. 

With ;i hnss of fi^rures before 
them from which to draw com- 
parisions, the statisticians set to 
work and now announce that 
while the cost of articles pur- 
chased has increased, the in- 
crease in purchasing power of 
each farm acre has outstripped it, 
and tfbe farmer is left with a 
comfortable margin of profit for 
his work.

One haadrad yean a|0, according 
to Seybert'i SUtistlcal Annals (pub- 
llahed in milladelphia in 1818).

whites." In ninety years the-fKnuber 
grew to 2,147,174, and in the aaooeed- 
Ing ten years we have ranched l.tSt.- 
»0»— a gain of only 14S.7S1 In the tan 
years, or only a little more than V.< 
per cent. 

The BmallnesB of the Knln huf 
shocked us. Without stopping to make 
aajr real Inveatlgatlon of the canoe, 
many of ua— contrary to all traditions 
—at once aotored upon a courae of 
self-condemnation that has been as- 
tounding, and our conduct has been no 
lesa hyatorical than that of the sad- 
doaijr eonvorted. Blindly groping for 
W explanation of the census returns, 
■■ne of us seem to have adopted the 
Idea— originally the spaiAi of polltlflo 
—that Kentuek.\ in erinilnal. or at 
least criminally careless. All sorts of 
reasoBB have been glv^n for the sbmIV 
MM of the increiiHe of population. II 
literacy, night riders, poor schools, 
feuds, bad roada, bad taxation laws, 
rotten elections, inurder-? .ind a lot of 
Other ugly things have been set up as 
the eattsa: la faet, almoot •vorythlot 
fram tondatonlH to hook worms has 
been blamed— almost everything ex- 
eeiA Halley's comet. 

I do not know whether you gentle- 
men of the press have ever charged 
yoarartTea with any part of the poor 
showing we have made or not. 1 do 
not know whether you youraelvos 
•houMor any part of the blame pr not 
Bet Isn't it possible that at leaat some 
of you have so emphasized the fact 
that "a little leaven leaveneth the 
whole loaf. ■ that one bad man from 
Bitter Creek has been made to glTS 
toaa to the whole SUte? If so. would 
It not have been Just as well to have 
used the man from Peaceful Valley 
Instead? As for me, 1 believe the 
Peaceful Valley man represents the 
State, and that the man from Bitter 
Creek is merely art excrescence, and 
tlfat he can be ellmlaate^. without 
ringing the riot alacm. 

It may be, however, that I have 
mlsunderatood the recent clamor. 
Some years ago, as 1 remember It, 
Mr. Watterson. after a vlgor9us cam 
palKu In behalf tbf Star-eyed God- 
dess, was charged ^'Wlth the awful 
crime of preaching free trade, pure 
and simple. I!o replied that the 
charters were wiong. What he want- 
ed was not absolute free trade, but 
tariff reform; that, mayl^p, he had 
talked free trade sdhiewhat more than 
less, but In doing so he was simply 
adopting the method of the man on 
one side of a street who wished to 
stop a man on the other Bide In order 
that he inlght have an important talk 
with him— be flrsb yelled to attract 
the other man's attention, and then, 
having gained It, crossed over and 
conversi (I in quiet tones: 

And BO It may be that much of thix 
recent shouting— I will, not say how 
reie'it— has really been to attract our 
attention If .-it), piease remember that 
Mr. Watterson s man didn't keep on 
yelling; he crossed over and spoke 
qule'ly.

With local agents working for emi- 
gration to other Statea. and aome of 
our own papers indulging in editorials 
that tend to persuade the world that 
Kentucky is among all the Statea the 
worst governed, the worst taxed, the 
worst in educational faculties, and the 
worst in misiellaneouB ways — Includ- 
ing murder, arson and feuds — how 
could one expect the population of the 
State to grow? With our own people 
persuaded to leave and strangers 
scared out of coming, it seems to me 
that only an optimlat of the rarest 
breed would expect growth. Kentucky 
baa done well to show any Increase at 
all: she haa done so deoplto peraoad- 
ed emigraUoB and a^f-aboaa. 

Gentlemen, let us stop bumping ouf 
own heads We do have our fanlU. 
We do have some feuds. Our taxation 
system may not be perfect. Our edu- 
cational facilltieB do need to be In- 
creased and Improved. We should. In- 
deed, work to remedy every defect. 
But why be so violent about it? Why 
explode so much dynamite in order to 
dislodge a few obstructing rocks that 
the whole SUte Is blown up? There 
are 119 ooaaUea in Kentucky. Why 
hold up the dellnquenolea of aome one 
of them in such faahlota aa to make 
them appear repreeetiUtlve' Of All oth- 
er counties? Why not emphaalse the 
fact that the State as a whole is one 
of tlie l>est placen in the whole ITOrld 
in wlilch to make a home and rear 
the generations that are to follow ub'. 
You know that to he true Why not 
emphasize the fart that fends and 
assassinations are no mote rei.resenta- 
tlve of this State than are the feuds 
and murders In other States repre- 
sentative of them? * Tou alao know 
that to be true. 

Some years ago the late Richard P- 
Roth well said In an editorial in the 
Hnaitiifrinif and MMng Journal 
■ Kentucky Is by nature, beyond all 
question, one of the most favored 
States In this country." No one ques- 
tionB that but according to my read- 
ing most jiersons put the Slates value 
In agricultural advantages to the fore 
front, whereas, flue as if is for farm 
ing purposes It Is, taken as a whole, 
greater in a mineral u.i,\ This lat- 
ter fact is. apparently, more keenly 
appreciated by < ltl/ena of other States 
than by our own people. It Is easier 
to obtain Kentucky capital for the de- 
velopment of mineral deposits in oth- 
er Statea than It Is to get it Jor the 
development of better deiKwIts In our 
own State. It seems true, indeed, that 
"To be Interested In distant objeeta. 
like the moon, and to neglect what 
lies at our feet, appears to be a trait 
of human nattire." 

Of the total expanse of the State 
(41.28.3 B<|Uare nillesi. al)out 16,fi7n 
g(iuare miles are oove'Nl liy coal-bear- 
ing formations, in whi(h occur, ac- 
cording to locality, from nine to 
twelve or more workable coals; a re- 
gion of about 2.010 square milea In 
the weat la rich Ui vslns of flnorspar, 
barytea and caleapar, with tome lead 
and sine; in the central part lead, 
baryets and caleapar veins, with some 
fluorspar, are found In enormooa num- 
ber diatrlboted over an area of about 
4,000 aquare miles; over the wholo of 
Jackson's Purchase region about 2,S40 
square miles, splendid < lays abound, 
together with sands of high value, 
valuable sliicious earths, lignite .beds, 
and other minerals; adiacenA to the 
eastern and soutliein niargiiiB of the 
western coalfield is an area of perhaps 
l.OOC square miles In which are found 
excellent plastic clays and some koa- 
llne. while on the western margin ot 
the same field are large areas ot hlgb- 
claaa refractory clays, or "flreHUtnw,' 
with some kaolins. In addition, we 
have great areas of fine clays and ce- 
ment-making materials on the rim of 
the central region; superlof cement 
niRtcrlals are also fownd in the mar- 
gins of boili coalflelda and elsewhere. 
Then also, we have large areas of the 
highest made of flrpelay in the east- 
ern coaHlcUl. hundreds of s'i"Hre miles 
of excelJtMit Iriiii ore, favoiiihly pla<-ed 
with refciciici' to fuel and (Inx; great 
areas of limestone and sandstone ot 
the highest value for structural (tnd 
other purposes; large areas of "rock 
aaphalt," for paving, iroad-making and 
other purposes; an abundance of well- 
distributed ro«d-maktng material oth- 
er than limeatone. oonaiating of clays 
for burning as such or mixed with 
sand, alao ehert and black shales; 
notably extensive flelfts of petroleum 
and natural gas, and of salt brines, 
large tireas of potash shales and ex- 
tensive areas of iiho.spli.iir limeatone 
ami nodules: regions of glass baud, of 
mo'dera' saml . of dint, of met-.illi;' 
paint beds and pi.Kment earths: areas 
of excellenl litliograplilc stone, and 
80 on. We have all that, and yet the 
selling vatue of our mineral output, 
including cement }%nd, clay products, 
at the place of |)roductloi^ doubtless 
did not exceed $1 S. 000,000 fCr the cur- 
rent year.

way. Aside from the fart tliatUt Ifl 
of first importance to ;jei better re- | 
BultB from the soil we are alre|idy cul- j 
tlvatiuK wti must first increase the | 
Industrial population of the State be- 
fore we can hope lo m ike any great 
advance in diversilied farming; when 
that is done the agricultural Intrsgil 
will^come, and we will, at the same 
tlnrie, be able to hold our young farm- 
ers at home. The farmer must have 
a better home market for his prod- 
ucts: otherwise we need not expect an 
Increaae of prosperity simply through 
an Increase in the npmber of farmers. 

Tt seems to me that while we have 
hitherto rather thorou';hly exploited 
the agricultural nlde of the State, we 
have failed to pay suffleient attention 
to the mineral side — not coal alone, 
hut the* varied mineral- reaourceo o: 
the State. 

I believe that if the editors will em- 
phasize the mineral advantage of their 
regions more fullv than has been the 
case hitherto, and work for the estab- 
lishment of industries that may be 
based on them, they will accomplish 
more toward building up agriculture 
than ciin be done otherwise, since as 
the mining and manufacturing Indus- 
tries grow, the hom%*.market for agri- 
f ultural products will grow. 

See what coalmining alone has 
done! From an output of 5.O20.67B 
tons in 190n, the production of com- 
mercial coal has grown, according to 
present indications, to abotit 12,900,- 
000 tons in 1910; possibly potnewhat 
less, and possibly even 13 ooo ihhi tons 
This is an increase of about 7.879,000 
tons, or about 157 per cent in the ten 
years, hod we hare Itist begun to mine 
coal. 

The number ot eoal miners has also 
grown greatly; Indoad; soeh galn in 
population as we have made since 
IJKK) appears to be very largely, of not 
most largely due to mining. I believe 
It within reasonable bounds to esti- 
mate that the gain in the last ten 
years, exclusive of that portion of the 
population employed in mlnteg. has 
been less than 80,000. 

In 1900 there were 10 222 persons 
employed at the coal minea. Those 
employed at clay, fluorspar, barytes 
and Iron-minee may he estimated at 
600. making a total of 1M22 miners 
Aaaumlng that -'15 per cent of theae 
minors represent famlMee of five p^ 
sons, and I believe that la soauwheM 
near the correct proportion, the mln- 
Inc poaalatton In UOO was about 47.- 
178. 

The total population was reported 
as 2.147.174. Subtracting the mining 
families leaves 2.100.000 as €h« non- 
mining population In 1900. 

In 1910 about 24.919 persons were 
employed at the coal mines, and 
about 1.000 at other mines. These 
probably represent a population of 
about 113 000. 

Subtracting this mining population 
from the total ponnlation repovted 
reported leaves 2.176,900 as the non 
mining pounlatlon which Is an In- 
crease of only 76.W0 for the ten years. 

If these figures pro#e to be approx- 
imately correct. It shOWg .tlipt .IfhH^ 
there haa l>epn a gain of more than 
141 i>er cent in the coal-mlning popu- 
lation alone, the gain in other popula- 
tion was but little more than t.6 per 
cent. 

Were we to base calculations on the 
population represented by all famllied 
whose .aubsistence is dependent upon 
wages earned in the production of 
mineral aubetances In the State, thus 
Including stone quarries, petroleum 
and natural gas, with the coal, clay, 
fluorspar, barytea. calclte and iron 
mines, we would naturally . find that 
our gain since 1900 has been due 
chiefly to the development of our min- 
eral values 

I believe tliat the growth of this 
State is to come through mining and 
rhe development of our oil and natural 
gas resources, and of maOUfOCtaretl* al- 
lied with mining. 

If it Is to ,beapme a sheep ra'sing 
State. It must ctWie through mining 
If it is to become a cattle ralelng 
State— not simply a grower of blooded 
herds— It must come through mining. 
If it Is to be eminent atf more than a 
tobacco-growing State, agriculturally, 
it must come through mining. When 
the people of the medium good lands, 
and of the poor lands, and of the im- 
poverished lands see a local market 
developed they will talni greater Inter- 
est in Improved faiming. In scientific 
farming in fertilizing. In Intensive 
farming and n tide of immigration 
will turn toward our State t^t we 
can not otherwise .-xpect. 

Kentucky is ind.ed one of the rich 
est States in "buried treasures. " You 
have done much to bring them to 
ll|^t; you can do more. Educate the 
people to a better understanding of 
%kx laws; work for conditions that 
will be more favorable for an increase 
of manufactures; teach Kentucky cap 
Ital to stay at home and assist In 
building up Kentucky, instPid ot 
building up other States that, bo built 
up. lure our people away to theii 
borders: eeaie iel.\'!U' solelv on out 
side capita,; continue the work for 
Kood roiids; work for a foristry la\^ 
of rome teal value; pay more ntten 
tlon to the matter of improv'nt; out 
Inland streams; teach better farmini: 
and preach agaiuKi the fearful waste 
of our soils. Glorify the dear Old 
Kentucky, with her happy meroriee 
and homely wa.vs. but preach a whole- 
some New Kentucky., a young man's 
Kentucky, a progressive Kentucky, a 
Kentucky whose future shall be com 
monsurate with the wealth wltli 
which nature has endowed her; and 
ot tho end of tlie coming ten yeais 
the eencut* will tell us quite another 
ttuiy from, that over which we now 
/•j:? troubled.
